BAYVIEW - A bunch of Idaho 
school kids did something 
Wednesday that the U.S. Navy 
hopes nevor happens again: They 
tugged a U.S. submarine. 

' The students wrote their names 
'on the hull of the $100 million 
Cutthroat, the prototype for the 
next class of Navy attack sub- 
marines. 

- The unmanned Cutthroat, the 
largest robot submarine in the 
world, vdll ply the waters of Lake 
. Pend Oreille for the next decade, 
helping the Navy develop tech- 
nology to make its subs invisible 
to an enemy. 'Uic Cutthroat rep- 


resents the future and the destiny 
of the U.S. submarine force,” said 
Rear Adm. Phil Davis during the 
christening ceremony. 

Executives from General 
Dynamics Electric Boat and 
Newport News ^ipbuilding 
joined admirals and politicians n( 
the ceremony. 

At 111 feet long, the Cutthroat 
it is half the size of a World War 
n submarine, and one-third tho 
size of the upcoming Virginia 
class of submarines, whose tech- 
nology it will test. 

The first order of bu.sincss was 
letting dozens of students from 
nearby Athol Elementary School, 
who chose the sub's name, sign 


their own names to the hull. They 
wrote "Cody," "Kara." “Taylor” 
and "Shane.” Carolyn added a 
smiley face to her name.

this,” Suits said. “(Annest) didn’t 
say a word. Not about this ... 
unless I absolutely and totally mis- 
undemood him. Pm going to have 
to talk with him.” 

Annest said he talked with Suits 
on Tuesday about the revocation 
of his license by the Idaho State 
Board of Medicine and didn’t 
know why Suits said he didn’t 
know about the board's decision. 

Nine months after a Cassia 
County jury found Suits guilty of 
mcthomphctaminc possession, the 
board of medicine revoked his 
license to practice osteopathic 
medidne and siugcry in the state. 

Wednesday, Suits filed a peti- 
tion to rccomsidcr the evidence, 
said Cathleen Morgan, a legal 
advisor for the board of medidne. 
That pedtiun puts the revocation 
on hold until the board accepts or 
dcnlc-s Suits’ request for a recon- 
sideration, Morgan said. 

If Suits hadn’t filed a request 
for a reconsidcTadon, the revoca- 
tion ivould have token effect with- 
in 14 days of the board's dedsion, 
according to Idaho law. 

If the board denies the petitiori 
the revocation will go into effect 
immediately, although Suits has 
said he will appeal the board’s 
dedsion to the district court. If the 
board accepts the petidon, it will 
then reconsider the evidence it 
had been presented by a hearing 
officer, Morgan said. The board 
will address the petition within 
two or three weeks. ' 

The order prohibits Suits hrom 
reapplying for his license for five 
years. 

Suits said he couldn’t under- 
stand the board’s decision to 
revoke his license. 

“I think it’s osinine. It’s the 
most ridiculous thing we've ever 
heard of," Suits said. 

Meanwhile, Suits was wonder- 
ing what he was going to do about 
his padems if he loses his license.

Jury finds three LAPD officers guilty 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Three 
officers accused of framing gang 
members were convicted of con- 
spiracy and other crimes 
Wednesday in the first trial 
resulting from the biggest police 
corruption scandal in Los 
Angeles history. 

After weighing testimony from 
a parade of gang members and 
police officers, the Superior 
Court jury found Sgts. Brian 
Liddy and Edward Ortiz and 
Officer Michael Buchanan guilty. 
A fourth officer, Paul Harper, 
was acquitted of all charges. 

“There’s good c(^ and there’s 
bad cops," jury foreman Victor 
Flores said. “A lot of us on the 


Jury felt that they just didn't hap- 
pen to cover themselves enough 
and they never thought it would 
come bade to haunt them.” 

1116 convicted officers face one 
to four years in prison at sentenc- 
ing Jan. 16. Defense attorneys 
said they will appeal. 

“There’s been so much publid- 
ty about the Rampart scandal the 
jury might bo afraid if they came 
in with oil not guiltys, people 
would think it was the O.J. jury," 
said Harland Braun, who repre- 
sented Buchanan. 

-The scandal, centered within 
the anti-gang unit at the LAPD’s 
Rampart station, involves alleg:i- 
tions that officers framed gang 


members, planted evidence, com- 
mitted perjury and even shot 
innocent victims. 

The scandal has led to the dis- 
missal of about 100 criminal cases 
tainted by police testimony. . 
Dozens of officers have quit or 
have been fired or suspended; It 
may cost the dty S125 million to 
settle lawsuits resulting from the 
scandal. 

The first trial was considered 
an important test that could 
determine whether prosecutors 
would go forward with cases 
against more'ufficers. So far, only 
one other officer has been 
charged and is awaidng trial. 

Tlie partial convictions were a 


victory for District Attorney Gil 
Garcetti, who lost lUs re-eleciinn' 
bid one day before the case went 
to the jury. He had been criti- 
cized for pursuing a case ttnit 
appeared thin, and he was still 
stinging from losing tlur O.J. 
Simpson murder trial. 

“The issues in this case go lo, 
the very heart of the criminal jus. 
tice system,” Garcetti s;iid. “We 
must he able to depend on the 
honesty of all police officers." 

Prosecutors had pressed for- 
ward with the trial despite losing 
their star witnes.»; Rafael Perez, a 
disgraced former cop whose tille- 
gutions started tlie scandal last 
fall.

WASHINGTON (AP) - WhUc 
govemmems and scientists still 
debate climate change. Inuit trib- 
al members on Banks Island in 
the for northern Canadian Arctic 
arc already convinced the world 
is getting wanner. 

The evidence is in the land and 
ice that surrounds them, they 
say: The permafrost is thawing, 
there are fewer sc'iUs and polar 
bears to hunt bccousc of thin- 
ning sea-ice, and warmer weath- 
er has brought more mosquitos 
thee stay longer. In the faU. it’s 
freezing up later and later every 
year. 

”Wc can’t read the weather 
like wc used to,” said Rosemarie 
Kuptana, an activist among the 
130 Inuit people who live in 
Sachs Harbor, the only communi- 
ty on the island that covers 
28,000 square miles in northwest- 
ern Canada. 

It is a land where tempera- 
tures can occasionally plummet 
to 50 degrees below zero on win- 
ter nights, but Kuptana and her 
neighbors - trappers, hunters 
and subsistence fislicrmen - are 
convinced a wanning trend is 
changing their lives.

Created to 
stimulate debate on women's 
issues, it rates the 50 states and 
the District of Columbia on 
women’s rights and equality, 
based on various economic and 
sodal indicators.

The report was port of a larger 
educational program funded pri- 
marily by the Ford Foundation^ 
with donations from Motorola 
Corp., the Minnesota Women’s 
Foundation and the Wallace 
Alexander Gerbode Foundation. 

The rankings, ore based on 
women’s status in political partic- 
ipation, employment and earn- 
ings, economic autonomy, repro- 
ductive rights and health and 
well-being. 

The study did not rank states, 
but a summary in the report 
noted that Connecticut, Vermont 
and Washington ranked in the 
top 10 in at least three of the cat- 
egories, while Mississippi, 
Alabama and Tennessee ranked 
in the bottom 10 in at least three 
categories. 

Mississippi, for example, 
ranked Slst in terms of women’s 
reproductive rights and 49th in 
economic autonomy, which 
included factors such os the per- 
centage of women with health 
insurance and the percentage of 
womcn-owned businesses. ' 

“It’s not a satisfactory situa- 
tion,” said Marianne Hill, senior 
economist for Mississippi’s 
Center for Policy Research and 
Planning “The key is to get more 
women in leadership roles, not 


just in government, but in the 
business world and eduqition.” 

Ann Scheidler, assistant direc- 
tor of the Chicago-bas^ ?ro-Ule 
Action League, objected to the 
report’s rankiiigs on reproductive 
ri^ts. 

“They would rank someone 
way up at the top as long as abor- 
tion is readily available to every- 
body,”. Scheidler said. “Anybody 
who fulfills their qualifications 
for 'Number One’ would be put at 


the bottom of the list for us.” 

Vermont ranked first for repro- 
ductive right^ and both Vermont 
and Connecticut were in the top 
10 for political participation and 
economic autonomy. 

“There are good things in 
Connecticut and wc’rc proud of 
them,” said Leslie Britt, execu- 
tive director of the state's 
Permanent Commission on the 
Status of Women. “But not every- 
one has everything they need.”

It's inconceivable that Clinton will slip 
comfortably into this tradidonal role. Of 
course, he understands how ex-presi- 
dents ore supposed to behave and why. 

No one is more sensidve to America’s 
political moods than Clinton. Not surpris- 
ingly, he’s already referring to his new 
reduced status. lit ontnterview with 
Esquire, he said: “To the people and the 
commentators and the people that write 
about me, I might be just as good as dead 
the day I leave office." He w^ almost 
certainly, make a conspicuous effort to 
seem inconspicuous. 

But one of Clinton’s great polidcal 
skills is the ability to do exactly the oppo- 
site of what he says he’s doing. So Clinton 
will hover over a new admijiistradon, 
even while he’s pretending to stay out of 
the way.

BOSTON (Al>) - A flotlBling 
enRineering college is giving 
prospective students a chuiice to 
design something before attend- 
ing a single class. 

Tile students will help design 
the school itself. 

The Franklin W. Olin College 
of Engineering will select 30 col- 
lege-hound hiidi school graduates 
who will spend a year helping to 
create the school from scratch, 
planning everything from cur- 
riculum to activities.

Dinosaurs come to life for students at Community School

SUN VALLEY - At first 
glance they looked like typical 
sixth graders, but then they 
opened their mouths and large 
words came out - very large 
words. 

At the Community School’s 
"Dino Convention" Wednesday, 
words like “Rhipilophiasaurus," 
“Biceraxiphonychusraptor,” 
“Lizzeyplymoxy," and 
“Ccrosnectosyctosorcosaurus” 
flowed through the room as 
smoothly as if die students were 
talking about the current Top 40 


hits. ‘Rapiopod' was the simplest 
name uttered for one of 28 “dino 
discoveries” made - or imag- 
ined, rather - during a three- 
month study of dinosaurs, evolu- 
tion, prehistoric and geologic 
eras. 

“It’s pretty much been a 
win/win situation - the kids 
enjoy it, everyone’s creative, and 
it’s fun," said teacher Money 
Parsons-Brown. 

Parsons-Brown said she inte- 
grated the educational disci- 
plines of social studies, math, 
English and science into the 
study of dinosaurs and the 
Mesozoic Era because the 
dinosaur’s longevity on earth as

ing.” 

Students incorporated the 
study of evolution from single- 
celled animals to the gigantic 
beasts that roamed the world. By 
doing so they learned about 
time, ancient cultures, and pre- 
historic life. Parents who came 
to view the young paleontolo- 
gists’ displays said it was a study 
in time management, giving 
many students firsthand knowl- 
edge of the meaning of procrasti- 
nation as they hurried to finish 
their dinosaur mo-' Is at home 
the ni^t before ih were due. 

The dinosaur st. jy culminat- 
ed in students dressing as pale- 


ontologists to present their writ- 
ten reports, display their 
dinosaur models and answer 
questions from their fellow stu- 
dents. All students at the 
Community School toured the 
Dino Convention to look at the 
scale models made of recycled 
materials, complete with moving 
parts and internal bone struc- 
tures. 

After completing their 
research, students had the task 
of creating their own discover- 
ies, but based on accurate fact- 
finding and inierprclatinn.

Scientists: Studies support Yucca site 


RENO, Ncv. (AP) - 
Government scientists on 
Wednesday suggested that 
ground water movemcni, thermal 
activity and otJier geologic condi- 
tions arc conducive lo .storing 
radioactive waste beneath the 
southern Nevada desert for thou- 
siinds of years. 

But Robert Levich, a geologist 
with the U.S. Department of 
Energy’s Yucca Mountain 
Project, reiterated the govern- 
ment’s position that the dump 
would not be built 90 miles nonli- 
west of Las Vegas unless sdcncc 
proves it can be done safely. 

"We will not build a repository 
at a fatally flawed site,” Levich 
said during a briefing on four of 
31 papers dealing with Yucca 
Mountain to be presented at the 
Geological Society of America’s 
annuo] convention today. 

"The scientists who’ve been 


working on Yucca Mountain have 
not be^ working to prove it is a 
good site” or “to prove something 
IS good dint is not good,” Levich 
said. 

Yucca Mountain is the only site 
being studied for disposal of 
77,000 tons of spent fuel from 
commercial nuclear power plants 
around the country. Those 
nuclear sites include the Idaho 
National Engineering and 
Environmental Laboratory. 

Bo Bodvarsson, a scientist with 
the Lawrence Berkeley National 
Laboratory in Berkeley, Calif., 
has been studying whether heat 
from the radioactive material and 
resulting geothermal activity 
could cause corrosion of casks 
designed to hold the waste for 
tens of thousands of years. 

Bodvarsson said his study sug- 
gests the hi^ temperature of die 
rocks beneath the mountain 


would turn any water to steam, 
preventing it from condensing 
and pooling near "drifts” where 
casks would be stored. ;* 

Other sdendsts died studies on 
ancient caves, the movement of 
test materials through similar 
rock types and groundwater flows 
os supporting Yucca Mountgin’s 
.suitability. ,i

PROVO. Utah (AP) - A pro- 
posed policy in die Provo City 
School District could ban any 
part of an R-rated movie from 
being shown in class - even nvo- 
minute portions of movies depict- 
ing historical events, such as 
"Sdiindler’s List" or "Anustad.”

Tlie district just wants “n> raise 
, the level of awareness" with 
regard to what impact housing, 
industry and agriculture has cm 
county roads. 

And tinle.s5 the development is 
taking place on one of tne coun- 
ty’s “excellent" roads, which the 
county doesn’t have many of, 
many roads can’t handle develop- 
ment witli the kind of resources 
that are available. Smyer said, 

Concerns aren’t limited to road 
quality. Stop signs, speed limits 
and road safety are all considera- 


tions with new development, 
Smyer said. 

_ Roads such as 12f50.Lasi and.. 
150 Ea.st are seeing an increase 
in traffic because of a feedloi 
and a dairy. They are typical .of 
roads that at one time had mini- 
mal traffic and now are “getting 
hammered everyday," Smyer 
said.

One-fifth of all deaths in the 
nation arc linked to tobacco, 
according to statistics from the 
ACS. Moreno said most smokers 
have their first cigarette when 
they ore 13 years old and many 
never quit. 

"Nicotine is a very addictive 
drug and it’s very accessible," 
she said. 

While the smokcout is 
designed to show smokers that 
they can quit, most have lo try. to 
give up the habit several times 
before they succeed, she said. 

But regardless of how long 
someone has been a smoker, 
quitting will benefit them. 


Within live or 10 years of quit- 
ting. a former smoker’s chance 
of developing cancer arc no 
greater than the chances of 
someone who never smoked, she 
said.

Utah company dreams of 
airing dirty laundry in space 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - An 
Ogden aerospace technology 
company plans to start laundiing 
ev'eiyfhing from science experi- 
ments to dirty socks into space 
next year for about 545,000 a 
pop. 

One Stop Satellite Solutions 
president Dale Richards says 
groups interested in sending 
their goods into space had to 
overcome a million-dollar price 
tag - until now. He says his com- 
pany makes satellite technology 
a\’ailablc to a wider audience. 

“It opens up a new frontier," 
he says. 

£a^ One Stop satellite is a 4- 
inch-tall cube launched on con- 
verted intercontinental ballistic 
missiles, which are capable of 
delivering a multiple nuclear 
warhead payload. The company 
will ship the mini-sutellitcs, 


called CubeSats, to interested 
groups. Organizations will fill 
them with whatever they want, 
Richards said, and the CubeSats 
arc returned to One Stop for 
launching. 

"It can be as simple as some- 
one's ashes," Richard said. 

But it isn’t necessarily clear 
sailing for One Stop. 

The company ordy launched its 
first missile from Vandenburg 
Air Force Base in California on 
Jan. 26. 

Four months ago, it reached a 
deal that would send commercial 
satellites into space on former 
Russian nuclear missiles. 
Moscow's International Space 
Company Kosmotras will convert 
some of its nation’s old missiles 
into launch vehicles and launch 
the Rus.sian rockets from a mis- 
sile silo in Kazakstan.

Babbitt’s visit to Wyoming’s Jack 
Morrow Hills draws applause, protests 


RIVERTON, Wyo. (AP) - 
Interior Sec tary Bruce Babbitt 
announced p>ans to draft a new 
proposal for conserving land in 
southwestern Wyoming following 
a visit to the Red Desert on 
Wednesday. 

Babbitt toured the 622,000-acrc 
Jack Morrow Hills, which is the 
northern and western portion of 
the Red Desert in the Great 
Divide Basin. His visit drew 
praise from environmentalists 
and criticism from opponents of 
restricted public land use and 
development. 

Critics said they worried his . 
visit meant President Clinton 
intends to limit use of the land in 
his final weeks in office. About 
100 people protested Babbitt’s 
arrival at Riverton Regional 
Airport in the morning. Some 
held signs and chanted "C^ home. 


Babbitt." 

Babbitt said the Interior 
Department will offer the new 
conservation-oriented proposal as 
a supplement to a draft environ- 
mental impact statement put 
together by the U.S. Bureau of 
Land Management. 

It will offer a different "pre- 
ferred altcm,itive'' that will fexms 
on protecting wildlife, scenery 
and cultural resources including 
the Mormon Pioneer and Oregon 
trails and old mining camps of 
Soutlt Pass, he said. 

Tile proposal, would nave to be 
considered by the next president 
and Congress, be said. 

“NonetheIe.s.s it is niy rcsixmsi- 
biliiy to place the BLM on a track 
that helps to insure the protection 
of the outstanding resources of 
this area after a full opportunity 
for the public pariicipaiitm," he 


said. While the BLM plan projius- 
es st)mc protections, it allows oil 
and gas development on some of 
the siiine land.s, he s;iid. 

Under the new plan, nil ami gas 
development would Ik- allowed to 
the extent it is compatible wiili 
resource protection, he said. 
Valid development rights would 
Ik- protected. 

"But we cannot allow the pres- 
ence of finite mineral resjiurces to 
deprive future generations of the 
natur.il and aesthetic wonders of 
the Great Diviile Basin," he siiid. 

Environmentalists applauded 
the announcement as supportive 
of their compl.iints that the BLM 
has not gone far enougii in pro- 
tecting the desert, which contains 
critical habittii for antelope and 
deer ami the only herd of desert 
elk known to exist in the United 
Stales.

Defense rests in case of skier facing manslaughter charges

EAGLE, Colo. (AP) - The defense rest- 
ed Wednesday afternoon in the trial of a 
former ski racer and lift operator accused 
of reikles-s manslaughter in a deadly colli- 
sion on Vail Mountain tliree years ago. 

The defense’s presentation ended 
abruptly when District Judge David Lass 
reiterated an earlier ruling that Nathan 
Hall’s attorneys would not be allowed to 
raise the issue of a crackdown on reckless 
skiing that occurred after the death of 


Alan Cobb during the 1996-97 ski season. 
Tlicre were an unusually high number of 
deaths from ski collisions in the 1996-97 
and 1997-98 ski seasons. 

On April 20, 1997, Hall finished a shift 
at the top of Vail Mountain and skied 
down an intermediate run. He flew off a 
knoll and struck Cobb, 33, of Denver, who 
died minutes later of head injuries. Hall 
landed about 83 feet from Cobb, v 

The case was expected to go to the 


jury of six men and six women, all of ’ 
them skiers or snowboarders, 
Wednesday afternoon. The prosecution 
rested its case Tuesday. 

Testifying for Hall on Wednesday was 
Seth Bayer, a mechanical engineer. He 
said his reconstruction of the accident 
indicated that Hall was traveling some- 
where between 7 mph and 25 mpl^ wldch 
he said was not an unusual speed for an 
intermediate slope.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - It 
appears the government’s 
parience has run out In It.? week- 
long standoff with ranchers who 
removed 51 cattle from an auc- 
tion hou.se. 

“We’re done talking," said 
Melodic Rydalch, spokeswoman 
for the U.S. Attorney’s office. 

Rydalch said charges will be 
filed against the ranchers from 
Utah, Arizona and Nevada who 
went to the auction house on 
Nov. 7 and took the cattle, which 
were impounded last month by 
the Bureau of Land Management. 

U.S. Attorney Paul Warner 
demanded the cattle be returned 
and has threatened the ranchers 
with a S250,(X)0 fine and up to 10 
years in prison if the cattle aren’t 
returned. The ranchers say they 
will not return the animals until 
the government proves owner- 
sliip. 

Todd Macfarlane, an attorney

BOISE (AP) - Social activists 
accused the state on Wednesday 
of persisting in a unique rule 
denying state cash assistance to 
tltousands of families of disabled 
people, leaving them without the 
opportunity to escape poverty as 
welfare reform was intended to 
offer. 

The Idaho Community Action 
Network appeared before the 
Board of H^th and Welfare later 
in the day, unsuccessfully urging 
it to repeal the regulation that 
denies state cash bcnchts to recip- 
ients of federal Supplemental 
Security Income payments and 
their families. 

“By denying SSI families cash 
assistance, Idaho consigns many of 
these families to extreme pover- 
ty,” according to the network’s 
policy report, “Penalizing the 
Poor and Disabled.” 

Health and Welfare 
Department spokesman Ross 
Ma^n said any decision to change 
the regulation has to be made ^ 
the Le^slaturc since it was part of 
the entire welfare reform package 
enacted four years ago on the rec- 
ommendation of a special task 
force.

IDAHO FALLS (AP) - The 
Idaho National Engineering and 
Environmental Laboratory has 
struck a deal to help transform 
Cold War Russian biological 
weapons scientists into modem 
day eco-prospeaors. 

Instead of developing weapons 
of mass destruction, they will 
work with a U.S. company to find 
plants, microbes and natural 
enzymes that could make better 
prescription drugs or stone- 
washed Jeans. 

They will collect plant samples 
from the Soviet tundra, bacteria 
from pristine and contaminated 
rivers and rocks from volcanic 
mountains, looking for new 
enzymes that could be useful in - 
industrial processes. . 

"There's very little known 
about Russian microbiology,” 
said Eric Mather, senior director 
of molecular diversity for 
Diversa, a biotechnology compa- 
ny and partner to the agreement. 
“There’s huge potential for dis- 
covering untapped resources." 

The U5. Department of Energy 
has invested $1 million to help 
four Russian biological institute^ 
three of which formerly worked 


on weapons, to create a new non- 
profit organization. The Ecologictil 
Biotradc Center will explore the 
country’s potential for developing 
new commerdal product.^. 

In the past, bioprospectors 
traveled to Russia and raided its 
n rural resources, leaving with 
suitcases full of plants, fungus 
and soil teeming with potenti^y 
valuable bacteria, 

The new center wit! help 
ensure that royalties from com- 
merdal products develoi^ from 
miixoorganisms found in Russia 
make their way back to that 
country. 

The deal was brokered by the 
nonproliferation arm of the 
Energy Department, which is 
concerned with more than pre- 
venting the spread of nuclear 
materials that could be used to 
make weapons. 

“There's another aspect - the 
proliferation of knowledge and 
people,” said Bill Toth, the 
INEEL’s program manager for 
nonproliferation inidadves. “We 
want to stabilize the economy 
and helplormer scientists and 
weapons engineers find meaning- 
ful, stable employment." 


Ifoundation drops lawsuit over clubbing coho

The Pacific Legal Foundation 
has dropped a lawsuit over club- 
bing hatchery salmon after the 
Oregon Department of Fish and 
Wtlifilfe said it no longer plans to 
wipe out hatchery-raised coho 
nms. 

The year-old lawsuit was filed 
after Philomath banker Ron 
Yechout stumbled on hatchery 
workers clubbing coho salmon at 
the Fall Creek Fish Hatchery east 
of Wold^rt and videotaped them. 

The videotape generated wide- 
spread debate on policies favor-

ing wild fish protected by the 
Endangered Species Act over 
hatchery fish. 

The Fall Creek hatchery was 
being closed down, and the 
returning hatchery fish were 
being killed to prevent them 
frotii spawning with endangered 
wild salmon from the Alsea River 
Basin. The eggs were also 
destroyed. 

Attorney Timothy Harris of the . 
Pacific Legal Foundation, which 
brought the lawsuit on behalf of a 


local fishing guide and the Alsea 
Valley Alliance, said the state 
has no plans to repet t the Fall 
Creek .latchery incident, based 
on an affidavit from Fis!) Division 
chief Neal (^oenen. 

Coenen’s affidavit said the 
department had finished eradi- 
cating coho broodstock at Fall 
Creek hatchery as part of its 
efforts to rebuild wild salmon 
runs in the Alsea River Basin. 

Still pending, however, is a fed- 
eral suit to force the National 


Marine Fisheries Service to pro- 
tect hatchery salmon the same as 
it docs wild salmon, and Harris 
said the foundation is focusing on 
that cause because of its far- 
reaching ramifications.

Under the Supplemental 
Security Income program, a 
monthly benefit of up to S512 is 
paid to aged, blind and distiblcd 
people not covered by Sbcial 
Security. Tlic average payment in 
Idaho is S328. It is complemented 
by an average payment of S86 a 
month from Uie state. 

But while advocates contend 
the payment is designed to meet 
the needs of the beneficiary only 
and not the entire family, Idaho 
welfare regulations include it in 
calculating income for determin- 
ing eligibility fpr cash assistance.

Daniel Haymore of Twin Falls, 
says Tucker is a mountain man 
atheaiT. 

“He thoroughly loves the out- 
doors,” Haymore said. “It’s not

and be gone for two weeks by 
himself and not have contact 
with anyone. He likes to be his 
own boss. 

“He takes pride in his equip- 
ment.” Haymore added. 

"Everything has to ’ e in perfen 
working order, he’s always 
mending things. They may not 
be new and fancy, but they’re 
fixed right" 

After a childhood of trail rid- 
ing on horses. Tucker started 
taking extended mountain trips 
with Mends at about age 20.

big horn sheep fight and 
cougars stalk deer. 

“rve seen a lot" he said. “A 
lot of folks don't b^eve roe, so I 
Just don’t tell them." 

Tucker moved to Idaho in 
1973 and earns his dally bread 
as a life insurance agent and 
automobile salesman. He tdso 
works os a horse trainer and far- 
rier at his rural home east of 
Twin Falls. 

He recently broke two mus- 
tangs and now is working on 
four Fox Trotters to add to his 
pock string. Mustangs, though 
always hard to catch, are 
durable and sure-footed. Tucker 
said, adding, “Once they get 
cau^t and they dedde theyVe 
caught, they’re no trouble. 
They're real dependable. TTiey 
don’t get hurt Boy. HI tdl you, 
they’re stout." 

Tucker's favorite horse is 
Starbuck, an Appaloosa that 
was bom in his corral 17 years 
ago. 

“He’s tougher than boiled' 
owl,” Tucker said. “You can put 
‘300 pounds on him and not ^ve 
abittjf trouble;” ' '? , 

Matt Radmall of Twin Falls 
says it's a pleasure to go on 
mountain trips with Tucker, 
who is his fath^-in-law. 

“Anything that has to do with 
being in' the woods, he knows," 
says Radmall, who ride*; and 



hunts with his wife’s father. 
“He’s gentle, sure of himself 
and steady." 

In Tucker's camp, everything 
is neat and organized, Radmall 
says, and dinner is always a 
treat. 

“He can do anything he wants 
in a Dutch ovexi,” Radmall said. 

Joseph Lyman of Tv^ Falls, 
a friend of Tucker’s for more 
than 25 years, adds that TUcker 
is a true mountain man who 
makes gear out of leather, 
wears leather clothing and car- 


ries,: tuzzle-Ioader rifle. 

"He’s the guy that was bom 
100 yean too late,’’ Lyman says 
of his friend, "He enjoys all that 
mountain man type of stuff, and 
he’s good at it.” 

Lyman says he also admire.s 
Tucker’s care and concern for 
wild country. 

“When he goes somewhere 
and leaves," Lyman says, “you 
don’t know he’s been there, 
unlike lots of people. You can 
tell for sure they’ve been 
there,’’ 


The number of people using 
public lands is growing, Tucker 
says. One of liis favorite places, 
the South Hills in the Sawtooth 
.National Forest, has hea\-y use 
fron. motorcycles, mountain 
bikes, horse riders and hikers. 

“'rhe South Hills are irre- 
placeable.’’ he says. “1 think 
people have done a great job 
taking care of the South Hills, 
but there are abusers in every 
(user) group. They need to 
police their otvn, but there’s 
riMim for everybody.” 


Hunter goes hand-to-antler with buck, lives to tell tale

ililJiirlUVER STATE PARK, 
Afljin; d Of the unusual and dra- 
matic stories that will be told 
after last Saturday's firearms 
deer op^er, few will rival Garth 
Klein’s meperience while he hunt- 
ed this state park near North 
Branch, Minn. . 

Klein, 66, successfully bagged 
his 7-i)olnt white-tailed buck, but 
not before the battle between 
man and deer hung momentarily ' 
in the balance. 

The Stillwater man was stand- 
ing In a grove of oaks, his rifle 


ready, when the buck ran by. 
Klein shot three times ond 
wounded the deer but found him- 
self out of bullets. Without 
reloading and thinking the deer 
was nearly deadj Klein decided 
to^proach it. 

'That’s when the wounded buck 
Jumped up and charged him, dri- 
ving an antler dne partly into tte 
hunter’s hand. Thrown off bal- . 
ance, Klein said he had no diofce 
but to whack the charging buck 
over the head with his empw 
rifle twice, thus breaking his 30- 
.30<aljber Marlin In half. 

“Two toun of Vietnam and 25 


years in the armed services," he 
said, “and this is the first dmc I 
had to go hand-to-hand combat 
with a deer.” 

Moments later, another deer 
hunter, who heard the commo- 
tion, wralked over and dispatched 
the dw forKleirt Klein was 
shaking his head in disbelief as 
be retold the story to me just a 
few minutes later. He held the 
two broken halves of the gun, his 
palm bleeding badly. 

Luckily, word spread quickly 
about the incident and within 
minutes, DNR conservation offi- 
cer Brad Schultz found IGein in 


the oak grove and administered 
first-aid to the puncture wounds 
in his palm and thumb. 

“That’s a pretty bad wound,” 
Schultz said, examining the palm 
wound. “You better go into town 
and get some stitches." 

Schultz volunteered to field- 
drfcss Klein's deer while the shak- 
en hunter used a cell phone to 
call his wife. 

“Yes, I’m here in the woods 
and Pm OK," Klein said into the 
phone. “Yes, yes. Fm OK. I got 
the buck, too. It’s a 7-pointer.” 

After field-dressing the buck 
Schultz loaded the deer in his 


pickup and gave the injured 
hunter a ride back to the state 
park he.id()imrtcrs. Klein said he 
was headed for town to seek 
inediial aiietuion for hLs hand. “1 
never expected this to happen," 
he said. 

The buck-charging incident 
was one of the more extraordi- 
nan,- moments at the state park 
Saturday, where 150 hunters par- 
ticipated in Mirmesota’s firearms 
deer opener. Park managers held 
the special deer hunt to cull the 
park's overpopulation of deer, 
observed last winter during aeri- 
al survej-s.

(lame biologists - are staggering. 
Biologists last spring spent 
,>'),5(K) to buy and release 1,000 
pen-raised hens ami roosters. 
Nineiy four percent of those 
liirds died during the summer, 
and only 16 built nests. They pro- 
duced roughly 16 roosters, 
according to results of extensive 
radio tracking. 

Biologists believe -l-J roosters 
from the original 1,000 survived 
until tile fall bum. Tlie price per 
liiintable rooster was $215.91. 

Wild tiirds were more expen- 
sive. Biologists buuglu and trans- 
planted 149 wild birds at a cost 
of $21,780, Forty-five roosters 
survived, and 27 more were 
horn. Tile cost per burnable bird 
was $302.50. Tlien there’s the 
cost to buy radio collars and 
imniiior tlie bird.s. While tlie 
price tag .seems to suggest .stock- 
ing birds is too expensive, tlie 
concept is far from dead. 

“We produced some pbeas- 


lints, but It was very expensive,” 
said Steve Huffokcr, Fish and 
Game’s chief of wildlife. “Is it 
too expensive? That ultimately 
will be up to citizens, speaking 
through the Lcgislamre.” 

Helping Idolio’s pheasants has 
been a but topic since the early 
1980s, when ccnicr-pivot irriga- 
tion replaced ditch irrigation 
and large swaths of pheasant 
habitat were cultivated. 

During tiie heyday of pheas- 
ants in the late 1970s, 60,000 
luimers per year killed upward 
of 400,000 birds. Fewer than 
30,000 hunters kill 115,000 birds 
annually now. The decline has 
fueled a dectides-long disagree- 
ment between biologists and, 
some hunters. 


Biologists say bird populations 
will never return to historic 


liighs because too much good 
habitat is now potato and grain 
fields. Hunters and department 
critics, however, believe Fish 
and Game has ignored the plight 
of the colorful, fast-flying birds. 
They say pheasants will return 
with stocking and aggressive pro- 
gram.s to kill foxes, magpies, rac- 
coons and coyotes. 

The state’s budget-setting com- 
mittee, led by Sen. Robert Lee, 
R-Rexburg, waded into the 
debate in 1998. Despite the com- 
plaints of hunters and biologists, 
the committee took money away 
from the department’s habitat- 
huying program to transplant 


wild and pen-raised birds to see 
if they ^vcrc an affordable way to 
bolster the state’s wild pheasant 
population. 

The just-rcleased numbers, 
though, did little to quell the 
debate. When they were 
released at a meethig of the 
Legislature’s budget-setting com- 
mittee last week, they were met 
with criticism and complaint. 

“It’s a waste of time and 
money to stock game-farm birds 
in the spring to try and get pro- 
duction,” said Walt Bodie, 
regional director of Pheasants 
Forever. “Thi.s has been proven 
in state after state, study after 
study." 

At le.ist one committee mem- 
ber agrees. 

“I hope the department isn’t 
pushed to continue funding 
these types of efforts in the 
future," ^d Sen. Laird Noh, R- 
Kimberly, who has been against 
the stocking study from its out- 


Noh, an avid outdoorsman, 
hopes the program’s hefty price 
tag will help kill the notion that 
game-farm birds can help replen- 
ish wild pheasants. 

“For some reason, it seems 
very difficult for many sports- 
men, who remember the time of 
a lot of pheasants, to accept the 
many research results that have 
been published in tlie past,” he 
said. “Those studies show pen- 
reared birds aren’t liwJ answer.” 


QUEEN MAUD LAND, 
Antarctica (AP) - An American 
polar adventurer and her 
. Norwegian partner snapped on 
their skis Tuesday and pushed 
off across the ice and snow of 
Antarctica to try and become 
the first women to ski across the 
world’s coldest continent 
Before setting off on their 
three-month journey, Ann 
Bancroft, 45, of Scandia, Minn., 
and Liv Arnesen, 47, of Oslo, 
made a satellite telephone call 
to their expedition’s organizers 
to say they were prepared to 
start. 

People at this camp in Queen 
Maud Land confirmed the pair 
began skiing in clear weather 
about 6 a.m. 

The two had hoped to begin 
their 2,400 mile journey Nov. 1, 
but were forced to wait 12 days 
in South Africa until the 
Antarctic weather cleared 
enougli to let their plane land. 

On arriving Monday in . 
Antarctica, the two tested out 
their equipment, took their sleds 
loaded with gear and food for a 
test run and declared them- 
selves ready for their 100-day 
journey in which they will 
endure temperatures of minus 
30 degrees and winds of up to 
lOOroph. 

“It feels good to back in the 
harness,” Bancroft said as she 
strained against the weight of 
the sled. “If we get a good start, 
we’ll be real confident.”

If all goes according to plan, .

Station on the Ross ice shelf, 
where a boat will wait to take 
them away. 

Throughout the joumo” the 
two leathers plan to use .ligh- 
tech computer equipment to 
relay their experiences to 


schoolchildren around the world 
via the Internet. 

In 1994, Arnesen became the 
first woman to ski alone and'*" 
unaided to t^ie South Pole - a 50- 
day journey. Bancroft was the'” ‘ 
first woman to ski to both the■r^' 
North Pole Olid the South Pole. “* 

Now they hope to become the 
first women to ski across the ' 
continent without outside assis-';;- 
tonce, a feat completed orUy by a-''*- 
handful of men.

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Utah rec board fights 
deer, buffalo hunting

FILLMORE, Utah (AP) - Thb 
state Board of Parks and 
Recfcadon has voted unanimous- 
ly against allowing a limited deer 
hunt on Antelope Island. 

And it’s thinking about ending 
die buffalo hunt as well. 

The board last week directed 
the state Division of Parks and 
Recreation to recommend in 
January whether to continue the 
bison hunt beyond the already 
approved 2001 hundng season. 

The decision to against starting 
a deer hunt in Antelope Island 
State Park followed 13 public 
meedngs held by the recreation 
division and. the Division of 
Wildlife Resources. 

The proposal, championed by 
Sportsmen for Fish and Wildlife, 
would have allowed up to two 
hunters a year to hunt mule deer 
on the island. Under one pro- 
posed framework, one of the spe- 
cial permits Would have been 
issued through a drawing and 
another would have been sold at 
auction. 

‘Tm Confident the board’s posi- 
tion reflects the values of Utahns 
on this issue,” said Jeff Packer, 
chairman of the parks board. 
"My vision for Antelope Island is 
to make it the Yellowstone of 
Utah, where citizens can come 
and enjoy a unique wildlife expe- 
rience." 

Don Peay, chairman of 
Sportsmen for Fish and Wildlife, 
said the hunt could have brought 
in at least $100,000 a year. 

“The parks board doesn’t have 


a clue to the potential dollars 
they're timning away,” Peay said. 

Peay raised the deer hunting 
issue last winter. During the last 
legislative session, the proposal 
was drafted os a bill, but was 
removed after the parks and 
wildlife divisions offered to holfl 
public hearings on the issue. ; 

“The board will have to 
explain their actions to the 
Legislature,” Peay said. 

Board members said Thursday 
that they expect to see legislation 
brought up during the 2001 ses- 
sion. 

Parks board member Norman 
Nielsen, a former legislator, said 
the extensive series of publit 
meetings should convince legisla- 
tors that the board was reflecting 
public opinion in its decision. 

DeLore Thurgood, former 
Syracuse mayor and a membw:of 
the Friends of Antelope Island; 
which opposed hunting on the 
Island, said, “We’re still not out 
of the woods yet. There’s a;goed 
chance that Don Peay will lgo 
back to the Legislature and tty tO 
get some legislation sponsored 
But I think we can take care of 
that." 

Packer said about two-thirds of 
the people who commented on 
the hunting proposal said they 
did not believe deer hunting 
should be allowed. While gather 
ing information on the deer-hunt 
proposal, the board also learned 
that most of the people did not 
support the buffalo hunt eitherj 
he ^d.

In 1951, state wildlife officials 
demonstrated great foresiglit by 
fortifying Utah upland Wrd pop- 
ulations with chukars. The 
chukar is the game bird of the 
future, much like the cockroacih 
is the insect of the future. 

Utah pheasant hunting was 
tremendous then, but is now in a 
death spiral as habitat on private 
land succumbs to bulldozers and 
strip malls. Meanwhile, the rep- 
tilian chukars arc trucking right 
along. It is the bird that lives 
where no human will ever want 
to, an animal to'which the post- 
apocalyptic moonscape west of 
Salt Lake City is home sweet 
home. 

By 1968 the state planted 


last month In the rugged terrain of the 

180,000 chukars at 191 different 
sites, and now the birds ore 
found in almost ali counties in 
Utah, soys Arlo Wing, state 
wildlife technicion. All to the 
delight of podiatrists. Chukars 
just may be the most fontUdablc 
game bird on earth, because of 
their habitat. To ensure a good 


chukar hunting experience, drop 
a large rock on your toe - It will 
be ail uphill from there. And 
uphill is where they live. 

This September, the state 
released 4,000 adult chukar par- 
tridge into areas where wUdlife 
officials built hundreds of “guz- 
ilers," 0 large sheet metal rain- 
catching water storage device to 
sustain desert animals. 

Guzzlers are scattered from 
the Uioh-Idoho border to the 
Mohave desert of Washington 
County. 

Biologists placed them in the 
roughest, rockiest, cheotgrass- 
infested habitats Utah has to 
offer - ideal for the chukar par- 
tridge, says Mark Hadley, state 
wildlife sjwkesman. 

Hadley describes the long, nar- 
row conyons with steep, rocky 
slopes as “good escape cover" for 
chukars, which biologists are 
trapping and relocating as well 
as stocking os adults from pen- 
raised populations. 

Utah residents who love an 
outdoor challenge are getting 
into chukars and 1999 was the 
Year of the Chukar, the year 
hunters put the interest bo^ in 
the highbrow sport of bird hunt- 
ing. Roughly 14,400 chukar 
hunters were afield in 1999, a 55- 
percent increase over 1W8.

Verizon Wireless to 
buy Price mobile unit 

NEW YORK - 'Verizon Wireless 
Inc., the biggest mobile phone 
operator in the United States, 
announced Wednesday it has 
agreed to buy Price 
Communications Corp.’s wireless 
unit for $2.06 billion, adding some 
510,000 customers. 

Verizon Wireless, which has sys- 
tems covering 90 percent of the 
U.S. population. Is buying Price to 
extend its network to several rur^ 
areas in the Southeast and tUong 
the Atlantic coastline. Price 
Communications’ wireless systems 
cover a population of 3.4 million in 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia and 
South Carolina. 

The Bedminster, N.J.-based com- 
pany will also get Price’s 41 retail 
stores and its regional call center 
in Atlanta. 

Under the agreement, Verizon 
will assume $550 million of Price’s 
debt and pay $1.5 billion worth of 
stock. 'The number of shares to be 
exchanged for Price will be deter- 
mined based on the offering price. 

The unit’s owners, Verizon 
Communications and Vodafone 
Group PLC, had planned a 
November flotation but delayed 
the move because of market 
volatility. If Verizon Wireless does 
not go public by Sept. 30, 2001, 
either company can call off the 
acquisition. 

New York City-based Price 
Communications, which buys com- 
munications companies and later 
sells them in a bundle for a higher 
price, has talked with several 
potential buyers, including AT&T 
Wireless Group, during the past 
year. 

SEC approves auditor 
independence rules 

WASHINGTON - The Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
approved Wednesday controvetrial 
rules that would restrict the scope 
of services that audit Snns can per- 
form to ensure auditors maintain 
financial independence from (heir 
clients. 

Four of the Big Five accounting 
firms - PricewaterhouseCoopers, 
Andersen Worldwide, Ernst & 
Young and Deloitte & Touche - 
had agreed to the rule proposal, 
according to two senior SEC offi- 
cials. They said KPMG. which 
along with Andersen and Deloitte 
& Touche hod bitterly fought 
against the controversial proposal, 
remained opposed to the nUe, 

But after the vote Wednesday 
morning, three firms, along with 
the American Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants, declined to i 
lend suK>ort to the final rule, say- 
ing they needed to read the 200- 
page final document to see if it 
addressed some of their concerns. 

"We understand that the 
Commission has now recogrdzed a 
number of our key concerns and 
that they will be reflected In the 
final rule,” according to a state- 
ment from AICPA, Arthui* 
Anders^ Deloitte & Touche and 
KPMG. “We have not seen any spe- 
cific rule language yet, but we 
hope to' have' the opportunity to 
review it in the very near future 
because' of Its significant technical 
content.”

TWIN FALLS - Wells Fargo Bank 
employees have something in common 
with Silicon Valley. 

This month, almost ail of Wells Fargo & 
Co.’s employees - indudiag the 2,159 bank 
employees in Idaho - were awarded stock 
options. It’s the fourth time in five years 
the bank and its predecessor, Norwest 
Bank, have awarded stock options to most 
of its workers, both full- and pan-time. 

In Idaho, the offer went to the 230 work- 
ers at Wells Fargo operations and the 
1,929 Idaho workers of the newly acquired 
mrsi Security Corp., said Amy McDevitt, 
the combined bank’s vice president for 
community relations in Id^o. 

“It’s a great recruiting tool, and also a 
great retention tool,” said William 
Dewhurst, president of Wells Fargo- 
Indiana. 

Options give employees the right to buy 
so many shares of stock at a set price 
under cenain conditions. This year Wells 
Fargo gave full- time employees options 
for 200 or 4(X) shares, depending on salary 
levels, and part-time employees 100 
shores. The options can be exercised at 
$46.50 a share, Wells Fargo’s closing price 
Nov. 2, wheneyeF»he.<Wck closes at or 
above $80 or in fiv^ years, whichever 
comes first. 

Wells Fargo closed Wednesday at 
$44.75. 

Dewhurst estimated the three previous 
option grams in total are worth $6^00 to 
full-time employees and 53,200 to part- 
time workers. That doesn't include divi- 
dends earned on stock. 

Since Norwest began the program in 
1996, it has awarded 25 million shares to 
employees. 

“It rewards loyalty for the people who 
have been with us for a long time," 
Dewhurst said. “It recognizes their value 
in an economic way and gets people to act 
like owners, not employees.” 

The company’s stock price is on the

WASHINGTON — The Federal Reserve, 
encouraged that the record-breaking econ- 
omy is slowing to a more sustainable but 
still-healthy pace, decided Wednesday 
against raising interest rates. 

A key rate controlled by the Fed, called 
the federal funds rate, will stay at 6.5 per- 
cent, the hipest level in nine years. The 
funds rate is the Interest that banks 
charge each other on overnight loans. • 

Instead of beh^ cheered by the no-rate- 
increase stance, investors apparently were 
upset by the Fed’s indication that It was 
not closing the door to future increases. 
The Dow Jones industrial average, which 
was up 113 points when the Fed 
announced iu decision, plunged 90 points 
within 15 minutes. The Dow recovered 
some ground, nonowing Its lost to around 
15 points In afternoon trading. 

The central bank's dedrion came after 
the end of a closed-door meeting of the 
Federal Open Market Committee, the offi- 
cials, Including Fed Chairman Alan 


Greenspan, who set interest rate policy. 

The outcome had been widely expected 
by private^conomists, especially with the 
uncenointy surrounding the presidential 
election, which has given Wall Street one 
more thing to worry about. 

It marked the fourth meeting in a row in 
which the Fed passed up the chance to 
raise rates another time this year. The Fed 
left interest rates unchanged at its June, 
August and October meetings, citing sipis 
of moderating economic growth. 

In I statement explaining its decision 
Wednesday, the Fed said increased ener- 
gy prices still raise inflation dangers 
down the road. But the Fed also noted a 
“softening in business and household 
demand.” 

In the part of the statement that reflects 
possible future moves, the central bank 
left the door open to further rate increas- 

The Fed said it believes the risks con- 
tinue to be “weighted mainly toward con- 
ditions that moy generate heightened 
Inflation pressures in the foreseeable 
future.”

struggle to have U.N. sanctions 
lifted and the conflict between 
Palestinians and Israel. 

“Poetry t<Klay is at its height,” 
Aziz said. "The uprising in 
Palestine and the situation in 
Iraq have revived the Arab 
•street.” 

The original Mirbad poetry 
gathering dates to the early days 
of the Islamic state more than 
I.4W years ago and was it.self a 
revival of a prc-lslamic poetry 
festival known as Suq Ukaz that 
was held in the Arabian 
Peninsula. 

The festival was halted in the 


Middle Ages after invaders from 
central Asia reduced Baghdad 
from one of the most glorious 
cities on earth to a provincial 
backwater. 

It was not held again until 
1971 when Saddam Hussein - 
then the cotm&y’.s .strongman but 
not yet president - breathed a 
new life into the festival .as part 
of a campaign to reclaim 
Baghdad’s place as political and 
cultural capital of the Arab 
world. 

It has been held since then 
except for a few years after the 
1991 Persian Gulf War.

attendance, while 50 have come 
from various European ami 
Asian countric.s. Mo.st took a 12- . 
hour car ride from neighboring' 
Jordan, as the U.N. sanctions 
imposed on Iraq since 1990 h.in 
regular international passenger 
fliglits in and out of the country.
